The telegram from the war de- 
partment went to his wife, the for- 


mer Margaret Mann at her home|, 


in Hollywood. She and the 
couple’s four-year-old daughter are 
living with her father. After their 
martiage they lived for a time in 
Ontario, but prior to Mr. Niswan- 
der’s entrance into the armed fore- 
es they lived in Huntington Park, 
where he was affiliated with a 
‘eeanty parlor. 

After being graduated at Chaf- 
fey Righ school, the Uplander at- 
tended the Ontario Beauty college 
and followed this profession. 

-The war department telegram 
said a letter would follow to give 
the family more. details of the 
young mn’s death and of the part 
he played to gain the victory. 

He entered the service July 10, 
1944 and went overseas the latter 
part of January. While he had 
not mentioned any advancement 
in rank, he merely called to his 
parents’ attention in a recent let- 
ter his return address that listed 
him as private first class.

Lt. Harry McKinney was killed 
in acticn while fighting on Okin- 
awa, according to a telegram re- 

| ceived by his wife, the forme: 

Betty Webber, and by h!s mother, 
Mrs. Jessie McKinney, 1356 East 
Ninth street. ,The widely known 
Uplander was ‘killed May 25, the 
message said. He had heen in the 
army 4'% years. He was chosen 
last summer from among the ranks 
to receive special training to ad- 
vance him to lieutenant. 

In two previous campaigns, the 
Aleutians and the Marshalls, Lt. 
McKinney was returned to the# 
United States as a sergeant and 
sent to Ft. Benning, Ga., last Sep- 
temer. After receiving the offi- 
cer training he rejoined his outfit, 
7th division of the 32nd infantry, 
in February. -He was with this 
group in the bitter fighting on 
Okinawa, 

A letter will come to his rela- 
tives about his part in the terrific 
battle. 

Lt. McKinney was a graduate 
cf the Upland elementary schools, 
Chaffey high school and Chaffey 
junior college. He had only two 
employers—Roy Creichton and the 
J. C. Penney Co. in Glendale. He 
left the employ of the Penney Co. 
to join the armed forces in Janu 
ary, 1941. “His first campaign was 
in the Aleutians and from there 
he went to the Marshalls. 

In addition to his mother and 
widow, Lt. 'McKinney is survived 
by his aunt, Mrs. Jack Dorrity, of 
Ontario.
